Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 22, 51, 63 are allowed based on the following: 

Prior art does not disclose sending information indicative of a pre-decoder 
buffering parameter and sending information indicative of a post-decoder buffering 
parameter for media content and adapting the transmission of the data packet stream to 
ensure that the data packet stream complies with a buffering algorithm affected by the 
pre-decoder buffer parameters. 

Claim 3, 7, 11, 13, 15, 27, 28 is allowed due to allowed base claim 1. 
Claims 44, 47 - 50 are allowed due to allowed base claim 22. 
Claims 53 - 56, 59 - 62 are allowed due to allowed base claim 51 . 
Claims 65, 68 - 71 are allowed due to allowed base claim 63. 

So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have been 
considered persuasive, in light of the set of claims with limitations as well as the 
enabling portions of the specification. The dependent claims further limit the 
independent claims and are considered allowable on the same basis as the 
independent claims as well as for the further limitations set forth.
